The\ "Saturday Night Spec- 
ial" is not a movie-and it is not 
fun. This expression has come 
to mean the deadliest weapon in 
our civilian society today. 

The "Saturday Night Spec- 
ial 1 * is a small gun capable of 
being concealed in the closed 
hand and which has no intended . 
use-except to shoot people. 
. This small firearm, assem- 
bled from parts generally s 
imported from Germany Yor 
elsewhere, is of small caliber, 
with a short barrel, and 
woefully inaccurate-excem at 
very short range. When the Gun 
Control Act of 1968 was enacted, 
it contained specific provisions 
prohibiting the importation of 
pistols and revolvers-except 
for law enforcement use, for 
recognized sports competition, 
or as\ collector's itemsX To 
circumvent these plain provis- 
ions of the law, a practice has 
developed of importing small 
gun components, which are then 
assembled in this country and 
marketed quite freely in every 
area where the sale and 
transfer of handguns is author- 
ized. \ 

Sportsmen, who may use 
pistols for target practice, or 
law enforcement officer, who 
are authorized to be armed, 
"have no interest — m — such—' 
handguns. The principal mar- 
ket for such weapons is said to 
be the mugger and holdup 
artists who acquired 1 such a 
"Saturday Night SpefciaT in 
order to carry out a Saturday 
Night job of muggii\g and 
thieving. 

It is possible that a feimple 
amendment of the lawxcould 
prohibit the. importation of gun 
parts and thus defeat a 
substantial portion of the 
i business now done by those who 
manufacture and sell such 
"Saturday Night Specials..'* 
• A more likely and effective 
* solution would seem to be the 
outright prohibition of any such J 
weapon which has no legitimates/ 
use A&> "sportsmen or law ' 
enforcement officials. /

Meanwhile, the House Judic- 



iary Committee is considering 
similar legislation-including a 
bill introduced by this Member- 
designed to prohibit the 
manufacture, sale, .transfer or 
possession of so-called "Satur- 
day Night Specials." 

Contrary to the popular cliche 
that "guns do not kill people, 
only people kill people," guns 
DO kill people-far too many in 
this nation. Deaths by gunfire- 
homicides, suicides, and accid- 
ental deaths-reached a total of 
about 20,000 last year, and the 
total is still rising. The 
relatively free trafficking in 
guns-particularly handguns of 
the "Saturday Night Special" 
variety-must soon come to an 
end in this nation, if we are to 
end,, the present wholesale 
slaughter by gunfire.

A unanimous 19-0 vote by the 
Lake County Board may have 
spelled the end of the Antioch 
Country Club project. The 
decision which came at the 
board's July 11 meeting, 
technically denied developer 
Thomas Santino's petition for a 
conditional use permit for a 
planned unit development. 
However, the 'ramifications 
may be more far reaching* 

To date the county has 
rejected half a dozen projects, 
while approving only one, a 
small developement near Lake 
Zurich. 



• Antioch Township Supervisor 
Lloyd "Red" Murrie, who voted 
with the majority said that the 
developer had recourse to the 
courts to overturn the decision, 
but that his chances were slim. 
"It would be nearly impossible 
to beat the recommendation of . 
the Zoning /Board of Appeals 
and a, unanimous vote of the 
county board," said Murrie. 

"In my opinion he doesn't 
have too good a case, but he 
does have that prerogative/' 

When contacted for comment, 
Santirio said he hadn't decided 
what his next step would be, 
"but I will be talking with my 



attorneys." 

Santino noted' he had the 
option of utilizing the land as 
zoned (single family homes) or 
turning to the courts." 

"It's a question of Which will 
be more expeditious." 

The developer said he held no 
animosity toward the board. 
"They only expressed the views 
of the people." 

However, when considering 
the posttire of the board toward 
his, and the other developments ■ 
rejected, Santino said he 
thought the projects were 
"premature for the area."
